M® HECTOR McNEIL has been one 
of the most successfiil > 
younger generation in the Labor 
Five years ago he was unkr ’ 
general public; today he is a prominent 
figure in world affairs. He was. ap 
pointed Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs at the age of 35 (a year older 
than Anthony Eden was when he kk 
over the same post), and a year later 
in 1946, became Minister of State and 
the youngest Privy Counsellor of the 
United Kingdom. 

Both the rapidity of his rise and the 
ability he has shown in office have been 
somewhat surprising, for this burly 
young man from Glasgow has none of 
the obvious brilliance that makes for 
early success. But those who have 
worked with hitr or fought against him 
have come to realize that behind the 
slow deliberate Scottish speech and the 
heayy bland features there is an active 
and receptive brain. 

By birth a Clydeside worker, the son 
of a journeyman skipwright, McNeil won 
a scholarship to Glasgow University, 
where he distinguished himself not only 
as a scholar but as a speaker and writer. 
Still tater he took tip Journalisni and 
after working for four years with the 
Kemsiey and Beaverbrook organizations 
ma Glasgow, was invited by Lord: Beaver-

Instead it 
must be turned into democratic paths and 
drawn toward the west, even if that 
means keeping a tight hold on the na- 
tion far.15 or 20 years more.
